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THE PHILIPINO WAR. 


Lonpox, May 15.—The Filipino junta 
here tas received a message from Aguinaldo, 
via Hong Kong, saying that the Filipine 
government had decided to continue the 
war at all costs unti! independence was 
secured. Continuing the message says : 
The Filipinos energetically refuse the 
American peace overtures, based on re- 
stricted autonomy, coupled with promises 
of subsequent self-government. The Filip- 
inos demand the strict fulfillment of the 
articles of the Amerizan constitution and 
treaties contracted by American representa- 
tives when imploring a Filipino alliance in 
combatting the Spaniards. General Luna’s 
reported overtures for e€ are untrue. 
Our army is near Manila, simultaneously 
attacking the whole American line. Heat 
and rain are causing many casualties in the 
American army. All the hospitals are 
crowded, 400 of the Cincinnati regiment 
have been imprisoned by Gen. Otis for 
insubordination in refusing to fight. The 
regular troops quartered in Manila and 
other towns are quiet. Volunteers are 
abused and are always at the front with 
scanty rations. Discontent between the 
Americans and Europeans is general.
